Dothan Eagle, Is 
Killed In Accident 


DOTHAN, Ala., Dec, 23,—Julian 
O, Hall, 89-year-old hard-hitting 
editor of ‘The Dothan Wagle, was 
killed Friday afternoon ag his auto- 
mobile overturned near Round 
Lake, Fla., while he was en route 
home alone from a fishing trip, 

W. M. Anderson, a Kansas City 
salesman, who witnessed the acci- 
dent, said Mr, Hall's car swerved 
from the road at a curve and over- 
turned three times, Identification 
first was established through pa- 
pers in the editor's clothing, 

Telephoning Eagle offices here 
trom Alford, Fla,, Mr, Anderson 
said Mr, Hall apparently was con- 
fused by a log truck which pulled 
off to the side of the road just 
ahead, and that he had started to 
light a cigarette and lost control,

The funeral will be held today

Widely known in newspaper 
circles, principally for his caustic 
editorial and steadfast determina- 
tion, Mr. Hall once served in the 
State Senate, Wagle readers never 
found the red-headed editor “on 
the fence’ on any question, Re- 
porters had standing orders against 
passing any story worthy of print, 
“even if I'm involved.” 

Long an aviation enthusiast, Mr.

His brother, Hor- 
fice, became business manager, a 
position he still holds,

Hagle and her three daughters at

Fight Last Saturday Night 


(Tuesday's Troy Messenger) 

Three men are dead and one is 
in jail with knife wounds about 
the face as a result of a brawl 
on Saturday night at a store in 
Spring Hill, 

Thompson Grissett is in jail on 
charges of first degree murder, 
Truman Paul, age 25, and Hillary 
Killingsworth, 388, allegedly shot 
by Grissett, died instantly, and 
Kirk Sanders, 52, the third man 
lo be shot in the affray, lived until 
five o'clock Monday afternoon, 

Full details as to the causes 
leading up to the triple slaying 
have not yet been determined by 
investigating officers, and _ this 
paper is informed that more uar- 
rests are likely to follow, 

In the affray Paul received a 
blow on the head and a shot from 
a large calibre pistol, Killings- 
worth and Sanders received only 
gunshot wounds. At the request 
of Sheriff Ben Reeves and Solicitor 
Alex Huey, State Toxicologist H. 
W. Nixcn and his assistant, Nelson 
Grubbs, together with Dr. Her- 
man D. Jones, performed autopsies 
on the bodies of Paul and Kill- 
ingsworth Sunday afternoon. This, 
we understand, was done to de- 
termine whether or not both men 
were killed by bullets from the 
same gun, or whether or not Paul's 
death was caused from the head 
injury or the gunshot wound.

LESSON TEXT “Matthew 13:54—14;4;

GOLDEN TEXT—Ye are my friends, 

if ye do whatsoever I command you. 

John 15;14, 


Inventory time has come, and it 
seems that our lesson for today, al. 
though it does come in the middla 
of our study of the Gospel of Mat 
thew, comes too to sort of a pause 
to consider what has been the re- 
sult of that which Jesus had said 
and done thus far in our study. 

The answer we find is that He had 
both friends and foes, both love and 
hatred, His foes apparently out- 
numbered His friends, and the ha- 
tred was evidently flerce and the 
love none too warm. So Jesus was 
defeated? No, far from it, As we 
know, He won the victory over His 
enemies, 

The situation is not different to- 
day. Those who follow Jesus and 
love Him truly are quite evidently 
in the minority and all too often it 
seems that hatred for the cause of 
Christ has the upper hand, Are wa 
defeated? No, Jesus will ultimately 
win the victory again, We are on 
the winning side. 

I. Dishonored Because of Jealousy 
(13: 54-58). 

One would have supposed that the 
people of the little, almost unknown 
town of Nazareth would have been 
thrilled at the return of its native 
son whose fame had also spread its 
name abroad and whose name was 
on the lips of thousands because He 
went about doing good, 

They were astonished, but they 
were not ready to accept Him. They 
could not deny the fact either of His 
person or His power, but they could 
and did permit their personal pride 
and jealousy to lead them to deny 
Him. ‘This story teaches us the un- 
utterable folly of refusing to accept 
fact because it is astonishing, yet 
there are thousands of people stand- 
ing in that position today concerning 
Jesus Christ. It is utterly unscien- 
tific, not to say irreligious. Here is 
an astonishing thing. They say 
we cannot understand how this man 
hath this wisdom. Has He the wis- 
dom? Why, yes, we cannot escape 
it. Then in the name of God and 
common honesty obey the injuno- 
tion and postpone the investigation’”’ 
(G. Campbell Morgan). 

Ii. Hated Because of Sin (14;1-4), 

The pride of heart which causes 
many to hold themselves too good 
to follow the lowly Nazarene 1s sin, 
There is also that which even the 
world recognizes as sin which sep- 
arates men from Christ. D. L. 
Moody is said to have written on 
the fly leaf of his Bible, ‘‘This book 
will keep you from sin, or sin will 
keep you from this book.”’ That is 
true, and it is also true that sin 
will keep a man from Christ. 

Herod, living in sin, had been re- 
buked by John and had silenced his 
accuser by the simple expedient of 
imprisonment and ultimately by be- 
heaging him. But one does not thus 
put away sin, and when this man 
heard of Jesus, he at once assumed 
that John had risen from the dead 
to plague him still. So Herod also 
took his place with the enemies of 
our Lord, 

If a man shows his opposition to 
Christ, whether it be by indiffer- 
ence, or by jealousy, or in outright 
hatred, be sure there is sin in that 
man’s life. Those who love right- 
eousness love the righteous Lord. 

Ill. Accepted Because of Serv- 
{ce (15: 29-31). 

‘The Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto but to minister,’’ 
even to the giving of “his life a 
ransom for many’ (Matt. 20:28). 
We have so overemphasized and 
misused the word service that one 
almost hesitates to speak it in con- 
nection with the name of the Lord 
Jesus. Yet it does summarize His 
earthly life and ministry, He served 
the needy with His teaching and 
preaching, with His provision for 
their daily needs, with His healing 
touch, and we read that they won- 
dered and glorified God (vy, 31).

Livestock Adds To Farm Income 
Of Mr. and Mrs. Grady Weeks 


Instead of dreaming or bemoan. 
ingy their lack of opportunity to 
make a living, Mr, and Mrs, Grady 
Weeks of the Center Ridge com- 
munity have done something 
about it, 

During the sixemonth period 
from January first to June thirty, 
the Weeks family sold 417 pounds 
of butter fat from four cows at 
24 cents per pound, netting $100.08, 
One calf for $138.00 and a sow and 
10 pigs netted $87.00, making a 
total of $200.08 that they realized 
from the livestock, Saying it in 
another way, tho owners of the 


small herd realized $1,09 per day 
for their efforts,

PASTURES FOR ALABAMA 

Pastures are the basis of any 
successful livestock program in 
Alabama since economical teed is 
that harvested by the animals 
themselves, A survey shows that 
cattle receive one-third of their 
feed from pastures at one-seventh 
of the total feed cost, Improving 
the pastures reduces the feed cost 
and adds to the livestock profits, 

The preparation of pastures is 
{to remove all trees except a few 
for shades. Where it is possible 
the land should be thoroughly 
plowed and the lime and phos- 
phate should be disked into the 
soil, Where the soil is too stumpy 
to plow, scatter the lime and 
phosphate on the surface and work 
into the soil with a spring-tooth 
harrow, 

The standard feeding for South 
Alabama is 10 pounds dallis grass, 
10 pounds common ‘lespedezu, 4 
pounds white clover. 

Newly sown pastures should 
not be grazed until the plants have 
had time to form a sod, ‘Take 
care to prevent over grazing of 
all pastures because plants that 
are over grazed have difficulty in 
re-establishing themselves, 

Mow pastures to control weeds 
and cut off all growth so that 
younger more nutritious growth 
may develop when mowing for 
seed control. Mow high so as just 
to clip the blossoms from tho 
weeds, getting lower each time. 

Do not burn pastures because 
burning allows inferior plants to 
get a start over the desirable pas+ 
ture plants, thus crowding them 
out,

FOK ALABAMA FRUIT CAKK 

The name of the recipe was Ala- 
bama Fruit Cake, but when the 
Hiome Hconomics class at New 
Hope used the recipe and made 
six delicious cakes, they became 
“New Hope Fruit Cake,” 

Jewel Allen and Christine Lee 
brought two ciltrons from home 
and from these citron preserves 
were made to use in the cake, 
Hilda IKillingsworth, Norma Dis- 
muke, Mertie Bell Lott and Rubie 
Lee Hays brought fig preserves 
from their mothers’ pantries, Oth- 
ev members of the class brought 
eggs, butter and pecans, This left 
only the raisins, flour and sugar 
to be bought from the store. 

Monday afternoon, November 21, 
several of the girls in the class 
peeled the citrons and prepared 
them to make the preserves ‘Tues- 
day morning two girls from each 
of the three school kitchens took 
charge of making the preserves, 
While these girls were making 
preserves, the other girls in the 
foods laboratory were shelling pe- 
cans, chopping figs, measuring and 
sifting flour, ete, Wednesday 
morning the girls had everything 
ready to mix their fruit cakes, 
and in a few minutes, the cakes 
were ready for steaming in the 
pressure cooker, 

When the bell rang for recess 
the home economics department 
had plenty of visitors for the odor 
of the cakes cooking had penetrat- 
ed through the school, and the 
visitors had followed this odor to 
the home economics department. 
There was no hand out ready for 
these cakes did not wet done until 
nearly twelve o'clock, After they 
came out of the pressure cooker 
they were baked for thirty min- 
utes, 

After the cooking process was 
complete, and the cakes cooled, 
they were sprinkled with sugar, 
wrapped in waxed paper and pack- 
ed away with apples, 

The class plans to have a Christ- 
mas party just before Christmas 
end use these cakes as a part of 
the refreshments. 

Much interest was shown in 
this recipe for at last the girls 
had found a method whereby they 
could make a delicious fruit cake 
utilizing products on the farm, 
thereby putting the cost of a fruit 
cake within the price range of 
most anyone, The recipe for this 
cake is as follows: 

1 ib. butter 

3-4 lb, sugar 

9 eggs 

1 lb, flour 

2 tablespoons baking powder 

2 teaspoons mace 

1% lbs. watermelon preserves 

1% lbs, preserved figs 

% cup grape juice 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

¥% teaspoon cloves 

2 lbs. raisins 

1 lb, pecans 

Cream butter, add sugar gradu- 
ally, add well beaten eggs. Mix 
and sift dry ingredients, Drain 
and cut fruit into medium sized 
pieces. Add one-half dry ingredi- 
ents to the sugar and butter mix- 
ture and one-half to the fruit. 
Combine these mixtures and add 
grape juice. 

Line pans with greased paper. 
For one pound size cakes steam 
one hour without clamping the 
cover, Fasten the cooker and 
close the pit cock. Cook one hour 
at twelve pounds pressure. Re- 
move from cooker and put into 
slow oven one-half hour or until 
Coffee County Voca- 
tional Farm and Home News.

IN HUN PING ACCIDENTS 


our hunters, three of them 
under 21 years of age, ure dead as 
the result of careless handling of 
fireurms during the current hunt- 
ing season in Alabama, according 
lo figures released list week by 
the State Conservation Depart- 
ment, Six other persons have 
been wounded, with injures yary- 
ing from slight flesh wounds to 
loss of limbs, 

The deaths were reported from 
Horton, Gadsden, Greenville and 
Opelika, One victim was a 13- 
yeareold negro, and the others 
were white persons, ages 16, 21 
and 57, Two died of self-inflicted 
wounds, and two were shot by 
companions, 

Of the six wounded persons, two 
lost arms, one lost fingers, anoth- 
er suffered a flesh wound in the 
cheek, and two received shot in 
arms, head, kidney and lungs. An 
elderly farmer in Madison County 
wus burned to death while at- 
lempting to halt a field fire near 
his home,

GROUNDS DEVELOPED 


In a few years the vast tract of 
land known as the Pea River 
Project in Coffee and Dale Coun- 
ties will be one of the best wild 
yume refuges in Alabama and its 
80,000-odd acres will provide ex- 
cellent shooting for countless Nim- 
rods, it was predicted by Ben C, 
Morgan, chief of the State Conser- 
vation Department's Game, Fish 
and Seafoods Division, 

“The development of a great 
public shooting ground, wherein 
the average hunter who is unable 
to join the more expensive clubs 
and private preserves may come 
and find an abundance of game 
birds and animals, is the ultimate 
objective of the Conservation De- 
partment,” Morgan said, 

“Such a goal cannot be reached 
unless the people living in Coffee 
and Dale Counties contiguous to 
the Pea River area join whole- 
heartedly with the State in pro- 
tecting what little game we have 
left there and endeayor to encour- 
age the natural propagation of 
species,’ he continued, 

Outlining how the State expect- 
ed to convert the Pea River Proj- 
ect into a game paradise, Morgan 
declared that scientific game man- 
agement practices, coupled with 
closed seasons and adequate’ pro- 
tection, undoubtedly would pro- 
cuce results within four, five or 
ten years, 

“Not only has the Game and 
Wish Division placed a full time 
warden on the Pea River Project,” 
Morgan said, “but departmental 
biologists are devoting considerable 
{time to the study of wildlife in 
that area with the idea of increas- 
ing game, Also, the Forestry Di- 
vision is cooperating by keeping 
down fires, growing trees and pro- 
viding essential cover and food for 
future game.” 

Today we are seeing more and 
more of the State's choice hunting 
lands brought under the control of 
a few well-to-do individuals and 
private sports groups, Morgan 
said, and it has reached the point 
where the average man is finan- 
cially unable to hunt where he 
would like. Increasing acres are 
heing added to the private pre- 
serves, and it seems the only solu- 
tion is for the State to provide 
public shooting grounds for Mr. 
Average Taxpayer, he added, 

As an example of wnat may be 
done for the Pea River area and 
Southeast Alabama, Morgan cited 
the outstanding success made in 
the Black Warrior National For- 
est of North Alabama, As a re- 
sult of 10 years of game manage- 
ment and propagation, hundreds 
of deer and wild turkeys roam this 
150,000 acre forest, and annual 
deer and turkey hunts for the pub- 
lie are major sporting events for 
that section of Alabama, he said, 

In seven days the latter part of 
November nearly 50 white-tail deer 
were killed during the public 
hunts, Morgan added, and all were 
killed by the average hunter, 
whose only financial passport was 
a State hunting license and a $1 
permit fee, That great herd of 
deer sprang from an original stock 
of 98 deer placed there about 10 
years ago and protected through- 
out the years, 

The three essentials for restor- 
ing disappearing game to an area 
are food, cover and protection, ac- 
cording to Mr. Morgan, and the 
State is attempting to provide all 
of this for the game in Pea River 
Project. 

In recent weeks, Capt. Harry 
Backhous, Pea River game warden, 
has approached farmers and land- 
owners who have property adjoin- 
ing or within the Pea River area 
and asked them to post their land 
and cooperate with the State 1» 
bringing back game, Mr, Morgan 
said, On the whole, the landown- 
ers have shown a surprising de- 
gree of cooperation, he said, but 
there are some hunters in the dis- 
trict who are “squawking’”’ about 
closing the land to hunting excep. 
upon written permission and then 
for one day only. 

“In every community we have 
the so-called ‘game-hogs’,” Mr, 
Morgan declared, “and Southeast 
Alabama is not without them. 
Many hunters of this type are en- 
deavoring to thwart the efforts of 
the State to develop Pea River 
into a wildlife sanctuary. We re- 
gret that such a situation has aris- 
€n and we appeal to all citizens of 
that section to assist us in mould- 
ing public sentiment for a project 
that will mean much to that part 
of Alabama, 

"In developing public shooting 
grounds, it will be necessary for 
the first few years to close Pea 
River entirely to hunting. Then, 
annual supervised hunts will be 
held and perhaps at a later date 
the wildlife population will have 
increased to the extent that regu- 
lar open seasons can be declared. 


“In any event,” Mr. Morgan con- 
cluded, “the development of this 
large scale program by the State 
Conservation Department will 
mean much to Southeast Alabama 
and it deserves the support and 
consideration of every public mind- 
ed citizen. This department is not 
trying to interfere with the af- 
fairs of Southeast Alabama—we 
are simply trying to perform a 
real service for that section by 
providing it with a great public 
shooting ground comparable to 
those in other sections of Alabama. 
Time and effort will be needed, 
but in the end it will pay rich
